When Johnson came here he was 
not well received bv the British pub­ 
lic. 
' What right has an American or any 
other foreigner to tell us what to do 
in our country?” the public asked. 
But “Pussyfoot” kept right on un­ 
til he was attacked by a mob of stu­ 
dents 
a 
week 
ago 
and 
roughly 
handled. 
Instead of running away 
Johnson put up his two good hands 
and fought with his fists like a man. 
He 
battled 
the 
mob 
practically 
single handed, knocking many of his 
opponents down, blackening a few 
eyes and doing much other damage 
before he was finally overcome. 
During the battle his right eye 
was so badly injured that it had to be 
removed to save the sight of the 
other one. 
Out of the hospital Johnson again 
resumed his work where he left off. 
He found a different public. 
"He’s a fighter, he's unafraid, he’s 
a real man and we’re for him,” the 
public said. 
Now when Johnson holds a meet­ 
ing the people listen attentively to 
what he has to say, even though 
they may not agree with him. 
Fre­ 
quently his 
hearers get 
enthused 
and at a recent gathering the peo­ 
ple not only cheered him but they 
gothim upon a rail on their shoulders 
and carried him through the streets 
in an impromptu parade. 
Johnson does not regret (he loss 
of his eye, he declin'd wttr. a smile 
“I’m happy,” he says.

The Monday Club met last eve­ 
ning at the home of Fred' Rafferty, 
Tenth street, and listened 
to 
the 
reading of a 
paper 
by 
Dr. J. L. 
Stephenson 
of Santa Clara street, 
upon “England and the Orient.’’ 
v At the outset the writer of the 
paper said that his work of prepara­ 
tion had caused him -to change his 
viewpoint as to England being the 
white man’s burden-bearer, for he 
found her not disinterested. 
In Egypt, 
in India and in China 
the growth 
of nationalism 
during 
the past 
few years 
has 
been 
prodigious and such as no thinking 
man can well ignore. 
In order that his hearers might 
more 
fully 
comprehend 
the 
im j 
raensity of the subject, Dr. Stephen-! 
son exhibited a map of Asia he hadj 
drawn and after giving the bounder-* 
ies of its vast territory, asserted 
that, roughly speaking, Asia 
occu­ 
pied one-third of the surface of the 
globe and contained two-thirds of 
the inhabitants of the earth. 
Touching in turn upon the various 
Asiatic countries, the writer spoke 
of Persia, .where 
an 
enlightened 
movement for a constitutional gov­ 
ernment was successfully under way, 
guided by the American 
Schuster, 
whea England stepped in and on the 
plea of defending her Indian borders, 
established a protectorate similar to 
that of Egypt. 
“In the case of China,” - said he, 
“we find that not one but many Eu­ 
ropean nations have gone in to her 
territory to exploit her. 
and 
the 
American nation is the only one that 
has tried to help her. 
While these 
nations have been beneficial in in­ 
troducing railroads and other mod­ 
ern improvements 
to 
China, 
yet 
their clashing interests have inter­ 
fered with the fine program of re­ 
form and construction introduced by 
Dr. Sun Yat Sen a t the beginning of 
the republic.” 
2 
England Aion* Can Rule 
As to India. Dr. Stephenson said 
that many of England’s best, ablest 
and brainiest men have spent their 
lives devoted to its cause but each 
became 
convinced 
that 
England 
alone could rule the country. During 
the great war India furnished troops 
and contributed large sums to help 
preserve the British Empire, 
but 
since the armistice was signed con­ 
siderable discontent, has manifested 
itself and England needs to consider 
seriously whether a larger measure 
of home rule should not be given to 
this land where of late years so many 
men of undoubted intelligence have 
voiced the desire for a share in the 
government of themselves. 
Dr. Stephenson then recalled his­ 
tory as to how Charles Martel had 
repelled the Asiatic hordes in the 
west of Europe while Russia with­ 
stood them in the east, and specu­ 
lated as to what might happen if the 
discontent growing in India and oth­ 
er Oriental countries should contin­ 
ue to grow unchecked, and as to Eu­ 
rope’s ability to resist united action. 
The growth of Oriental nationalism 
in late years seems to haye taken 
Its rise from the defeat of Russia ny 
Japan and the subsequent rise of the 
latter nation in power and influence. 
Other eastern peoples have 
noted 
what Japan has done and have taken 
heart to hopa that they may emulate 
her. 
Oriental Religions Halp 
Dr. Stephenson further said that 
Oriental religions teaching as they 
do, a calm acceptance of condition 
no matter how unsatisfactory 
and 
passive, patient endurance of them 
had been a large element in keeping 
the same governments in power, the 
same customs and the same evils for 
ages, but now since Orientals have 
had a chance to learn through par­ 
ticipation in the great war and in the 
diffusion of knowledge 
throughout 
the earth brought about in a measure 
by it, they are awakening and here­ 
after are not going to continue in­ 
different. 
Another event that is of the great­ 
est significance in this awakening is 
the adoption in China 
by 
govern­ 
mental decree of a phonetic written 
language in wbieh an alphabet of 
thirty-nine 
characters 
takes 
the 
place of. some flflfifl ideographs that 
hare formally hampered the printing 
of the Chinese language 
ani 
ren­ 
dered ita disemination almost prohib­ 
itory. 
The Chinese are 
taking to 
this invention, showing a wonderful 
thirst for knowledge, and displaying 
eminent ability *!n the rapidity with 
which they master the new language. 
This language is taught in 
the 
normal schools and already many of 
America's best books have been 
translated and printed for their ben­ 
efit. The writer concluded that even 
the American people might profit by 
the eagerness with which the Chi­ 
nese took hold of "language by de­ 
cree,” lf in like manner they accept­ 
ed by decree a decimal 
system of 
weights and measures, 
a 
national 
budget, and the abolition of the con­ 
gressional pork barrel. 
First Government Private 
In the discussion 
that followed, 
Dr. Howertb, the founder of the Mon­ 
day Club, said that while it was un­ 
doubtedly true that England in her 
colonial projects, especially in India, 
was keenly alive to the profits to be 
secured from the subject peoples and 
not too scrupulous as to how those 
profits were acquired, it should be

The "skeleton” of this great pre­ 
historic cataract, according to en­ 
gineers in charge of construction, 
was fully as wide and probably had 
a greater fall titan the present Ni­ 
agara Falls. 
The first indications of the former 
cataract came to light when work­ 
men uncovered a series of ledges in 
the form of steps with a total drop 
of 25 feet and a width of 400 feet. 
The rock from 
this 
point 
sloped 


sharply and a t a distance of about 
IOO feet from the end of the ledges 
showed a depth of 75 feet. Here was 
discovered what is believed to have 
been the main precipice over which 
the rushing w ater plunged hundreds 
of feet to its bed below. 
The surface of the rock .showed 
unmistakable signs of having been 
worn snrooth by the action of water 
rushing over it for countless years. 
There Is nothing in history that 
mentions this former cataract, but 
experts believe it once formed the 
chief link between Lake E rie and 
Lake Ontario. 
Eight Mile Creek, a 
small stream, now flows over part of 
the course of the prehistoric w ater­ 
way, and this in turn will soon be­ 
come the new ship canal.

Buying “raids” carried out by fuel 
wood dealers in various parts of 
Southern California, against eucalyp­ 
tus groves in Santa Ana and vicinity 
have had the effect of appreciately 
cutting down tho supply here, it was 
stated today. 
According to R. „ B. Newcom, of 
Newcom Brothers, fuel dealers, of 
thlc city, one dealer from Pasadena 
sent a motor truck into the section 
near Tustin for several days, haul­ 
ing out 7 cords of gum wood at each 
load. 
Dealers 
from 
Riverside, 
Long 
Beach, Los Angeles and other south­ 
ern cities have also some Into this 
county recently buying wood, with 
the result that Newcom Brothers, at 
least, are now face to face with an 
actual fuel wood shortage. 
"As far as our store is concerned, 
d rj wood has been practically clean­ 
ed-out of this section,” said R. B. 
Newcom. 
“There is a scarcity of 
seasoned wood, that is, wood that 
was tu t last.spring.. There are con- 
siderable quantities being cut at the 
present time, but of course it will 
take a number of weeks before the 
wood being cut now will be dryj 
enough for use.
